Belle Glade couple 
charged with child abuse

A mother and her husband 
have been charged with äggra- 
vated child abuse after admit- 
ting to beating their two chil- 
dren with a plastic cord until 
they bled. 

Belle Glade Police received 
an anonymous call about 7 
p.m. Monday, Feb. 12 about 
possible child abuse. 

They went to the home of 
Ulysses X. Thompson, 26, and 
Stacy Thompson, 25, of 340 
N.W. 11th Street and checked 
on the children. 

Two boys, ages 8 and 10, 
were found with numerous 
cuts and bruises all over their 
bodies. The eight-year-old was 
bleeding heavily from numer- 
ous lacerations, police say. 

Detective Doug Ward said 
the injuries to the children's 
legs, torso, buttocks, and back 
were in different stages of 
healing, indicating they had 
been beaten on more than one 
occasion. 

Thompson, the children's 
stepfather, admitted to beating 
the kids with a plastic cord 
over three feet long with sever- 


al inches of bare wire exposed 
on the ends. Thompson said he 
beat one of the children for 
poor grades and the other for 
being disrespectful in church. 
Thompson admitted both boys 
were stripped of their clothing 
and struck repeatedly for sev- 
eral minutes with the wire 
cord. The children's mother 
said she entered the room 
while the younger child was 
being beaten and took over 
beating the older child while 
her husband held him down, 
despite the fact that the child 
had already sustained numer- 
ous lacerations and was bleed- 
ing heavily. 

Both husband and wife were 
arrested and charged with 
child abuse, but were subse- 
quently released with bond of 
$1,000 after their first court 
appearance Tuesday morning. 

The judge ordered that the 
couple cannot ћауе any contact 
with the boys until the hear- 
ing. The children are currently 
with other family members. 

Police say Ulysses Thompson 
has а criminal record, but no 
previous charges of child 
abuse.

How did they do it?:How did 
the Old Farmer's Almanac pre- 
dict weather events six to ten 
months in advance? Prediction, 
the magazine claimed, they 
were accurate eighty percent of 
the time. 

Editor-in-chief Judson Hale 
would always answer the ques- 
| боп the same way: it's а secret 
formula. I always figured that 
"secret formula" was an old 
fifty-cent piece that Hale kept in 
his back pocket. Heads meant a 
cold, snowy winter-tails and the 
winter would be mild. 

Then, a few years ago, Hale 
abandoned his "secret formula” 
and hired a real scientist - 
Richard Head, a meteorologist 
who had worked for NASA. 


long-range- weather predictions: 
he used sunspot activity. 
+ Sunspots are large dark 
blotches that appear on the face 
„об the sun. Those appearances 
are fairly regular coming in 
eleven year cycles. From the 
time Galileo first studied 
sunspots in 1611, scientists 
have speculated on their possi- 
ble effect on earth’s climate. 
Since the sun provides the ener- 
gy that drives all weather sys- 
tems, wouldn’t changes in the 
sun alter our weather? 

Most scientists didn’t want to

touch that question with a ten 
foot pole. "А lot of the meteoro- 
logical community thought this 
wasn't a respectable field," Bri; 
an Tinsley of the University of 
Texas at Dallas told Scientific 
American magazine last year. 
“We had to work hard to make 
this respectable.” 

The sunspot theory gained 
much respect in the late 19808 
when Harry Van Loon and 
karin Labitzke reported that 
sunspot activity affected winter 
storms over the Atlantic Ocean. 
Here were legitimate scientists, 
Van Loon worked for the 
National Center for Atmospher- 
ic Research in Colorado - Lab- 
itzke at the Free University in 
Berlin, who presented convinc- 
ing evidence that solar activity 
affected our weather. 

The weather pattern in the 
Atlantic and the solar cycle 
were an exact match. Unlike 
many previously reported 
sunspot-weather relationships, 
this one showed no sign of going 
away. “The association looks. 
very nice and has continued 
through all sgbsequent win- 
ters," Labitzke said. 

Then, last. year,Van Loon and 
Labitzke did it again. The two 
scientists discovered another 
possible link between our 
weather and sunspot activity. 
Van Loon and Labitzke think

troposphere. 

The troposphere is where 
most of our weather occurs. It 
extends from the earth’s surface 
to an altitude of 13 miles at the 
equator to five miles at the 
poles. The two scientists believe 


“that during periods of high 


sunspot activity the troposphere 
warms up. 

A warmer troposphere would 
have a dramatic effect on our 
weather. Stronger, more fre- 
quent thunderstorms, extended 
heat waves and more tropical 
storms and hurricanes. If Van 
Loon and Labitzke's findings 
are confirmed, it would demon- 
strate that amazingly delicate 
balances are at work in the 
atmosphere. 

Richard Head, the meteorolo- 
gist for the Old Farmer's 
Almanac, already knew that. 
He's been using the sunspot 
cycle to successfully predict 
long-range weather patterns for 
years. 

I never put much faith in 
Head's sunspot forecasts until 
Hurricane Andrew came along. 
Head not only predicted Andrew 
but he did it ten months before 
the storm was even born. 
Apparently, the sun does a lot 
more than just heat us up.

Grading by Insurance Ser- 
vices Office, Inc. (ISO) is on a 
scale of 1 to 10, with the lower 
numbers representing the bet- 
ter grades.

Under the new program, 
insurance companies filing for 
rate changes after June 1 must 
provide for additional diš- 
counts of up to 11 percent on 
newly constructed homes in 
ISO-graded communities. Com- 
mercial buildings initially occu- 
pied, or newly renovated, in 
the grading-year will receive 
similar discounts. 

А community's failure to par- 
ticipate in the program could 
subject its citizens to a one per- 
cent surcharge on their proper- 
ty insurance premium. 

Regardless of the local build- 
ing department's participation 
or grade, or when a structure 
was built, an individual can 
qualify for the best grade and
